= 3. It will bea great Comfort to the Merchants bred vp in the Wine Trade, who pay Yearly 
| ſuch vaſt Cuſtoms to the Kg, that when there is a great Glut of Wines more then the Nation can 
take off, they may have the ſame priviledge with their Neighbours the Dutch; to ſend them tothe 
aboveſaid Northern, or other Markets, and ſell them there as Cheap as they, and have no 
force laid upon them ( after ſuch great Cuſtomes paid) toſell them to their great Loſs, and many 
times utter undoing , for half the value, to Coopers, Diſtillers, and Yinegar-makers, becauſe 
they cannot Tranſport themto other parts, upon equal terms with the Dutch. 


Laſtly to prove that this Repayment (tho it ſeem to be ) will in reality be no Loſs to the 
Crown, but rather a Benefit, may be demonſtrated from theſe Reaſons. 


'7. No leſs Wines will bebrought into the Kingdom, but rather more, becauſe Merchants will 
be more Incouraged to bringthem in, having a Forrain Market torelieve them in Caſe of neceſſity. 


2, Our Neighbours being ſeldom all at peace. If tines can be had upon Cheap terms in England, 
they will Buy them here, rather then in an Enemies Country, trading from one Enemies Port to 
another, Cauſing the Ships and Goods to be lyable to Capture and Vexatious Suits and Confiſca- 
tions by moſt of our Neighbours, except ſuch with whom the King hath Articled to the Contrary. 


3. Ifthe Impoſt be return'd upon Exportation, more W:zes will be brought in upon hopes of a 
Forrain Market, if this will not Vendthem. And then his A4ajefty will be in Poſſeſſion of the whole 
Duty of the ſaid Wines, Brandy, Vinegar &c. From the time of their Importation, till a Month 
after the Exportation, whichis ſeldom inthe whole, leſs then Six Months, oftner 12 Months, or 14. 
Months, and as that Money is repaid vpon the fame Incouragement, more will ſtill come in, and 
theſe Reaſons may ſerve for the like Repayments ofall Cuſtomes, in all other Forrain Commodi- 
tics upon Exportation. 


Therefore it is Humbly hoped that this Repayment being an Advantage to the Crown, 
Eaſe to the Merchants, and Increaſe of the Navigetion and Commerce; the Parliament 
will be pleaſed to provide that all Impolt paid on Wines &c, may be Repaid upon Exporta- 
tion,
